Especially needed are citations for local histories containing 
information about Heorgia journalists, nevjspapers and broadcast stations, 
and information about local collections of manuscripts, documents, etc. At 
some later date, a second, revised edition of this bibliography mav be pub*- 
lished to include additional entries, comments on resources for research in 
Georgia journalism history, and an Index. 

Although this is a "selected bibllopraphy we have erred .in the side 
of Inclusion. Several volumes which have general application to the field 
of mass media have been Included, particularly those which deal with some 
aspect of SoutheT*n journalism history.
